Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honor  to  report  for  your  informa- 
tion that  during  the  year,  ending  December  31st, 
1898,  662  births  (boys  31 1,  girls  351)  and  440 
deaths  were  registered,  giving  a birth  rate  of  23'4, 
and  a gross  death  rate  of  I5'5  per  1,000  in  an 
estimated  permanent  population  of  28,250.  Thirty- 
two  deaths  occurred  within  the  district  among 
persons  not  belonging  thereto,  and  21  outside  the 
district  among  persons  belonging  to  the  district. 
The  corrected  death  rate  is,  therefore,  I5'i  per 
1,000  for  the  permanent  population. 
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The  area  of  the  Borough  is  2481  acres, 
giving  a density  of  population  of  ii-3  persons  per 
acre.

The  total  number  of  deaths  of  children 
under  1 year  was  118.  Of  this  total  g deaths 
were  registered  as  premature  births. 

The  above  death  rate  is  abnormally  high, 
and  the  cause  will  be  dealt  with  subsequently. 

PhtSlSIS — There  were  54  deaths  from  this  disease,  13 
being  under  the  age  of  5 years  and  41  over  that  age. 
Five  occurred  among  persons  not  belonging  to  the 
district.  This  gives  a phthsis  death  rate  of  17  for  the 
permanent  population. 


ZYMOTIC  DISEASES - 


Diarrhoea — There  has  been  a sharp  epidemic  of  “ autumnal 
diarrhoea,”  causing  52  deaths.  Of  this  number  43  were 
infants  under  the  age  of  1 year,  4 under  the  age  of  2 
years,  the  remainder  being  adults.  This  disease  has 
been  the  chief  cause  of  the  high  Infant  Mortality  and 
Zymotic  death  rates  this  year.  The  epidemic  commenced 
towards  the  end  of  July,  and,  during  that  month  and  the 
next,  caused  four  deaths.  The  mortality  was  greatest  in 
September,  when  42  deaths  were  registered.  36  of  these 
being  infants  under  the  age  of  1 year  ; in  October  it  died 
out,  adding  6 more  deaths  to  the  account.  The  chief

mortality  occurred  in  the  more  crowded  parts  of  the  East 
and  North  Wards.  It  will  be  remembered  that  during 
September  and  October  we  had  abnormally  hot  weather, 
and  given  in  addition  an  insanitary  condition  of  surround- 
ings, it  is  not  surprising  diarrhoea  played  havoc  among 
the  bottle-fed  infants  of  the  poor.  I would,  therefore, 
draw  your  attention  to  my  last  annual  report,  in  which  I 
advised  you  to  insist  on  all  back  yards  being  properly 
paved  with  an  impervious  material,  and  that  properly 
constructed  dustbins  should  be  used,  and  I would  add 
frequently  and  regularly  scavenged.  This  will  prevent 
pollution,  by  animal  and  vegetable  matter,  of  the  evil  in 
the  immediate  surroundings  of  dwellings,  a condition 
which  favours  the  development  of  all  Zymotic  diseases. 

Typhoid  Fever — There  has  been  a prevalence  of  this 
disease  again  during  the  past  year,  thirty-two  notifica- 
tions and  eight  deaths  being  recorded.  The  death 
occurring  in  May  was  that  of  a person  who  had  been 
notified  in  November  of  the  year  before. 

During  the  first  two  months  there  were  five  notifica- 
tions. Four  of  these  were  cases  that  had  been  infected 
whilst  in  the  Sanatorium  at  the  end  of  last  year  ; the 
fifth  being  a nurse  who  had  recently  attended  a case  of 
typhoid.  At  the  end  of  June  and  beginning  of  July  an 
outbreak  occurred,  due  to  contaminated  milk,  which 
gave  rise  to  five  cases. 

Six  other  cases  were  notified  during  July  and  August, 
one  being  imported.  Of  the  remainder,  two  had  eaten  a 
quantity  of  oysters  about  the  same  date.  During  Sep- 
tember and  October  8 cases  occurred  in  different  parts  of 
the  town,  chiefly  in  those  streets  in  which  there  had  been 
cases  in  the  previous  year  ; as  there  were  serious  sanitary 
defects  in  these  houses,  I attribute  the  cause  to  the  leak- 
age of  infected  sewer  air  into  these  houses. 
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In  November,  of  8 cases,  six  were  caused  by  taking 
infected  milk,  the  other  two  had  been  nursing  cases  of 
typhoid. 

Wherever  possible  cases  have  been  removed  to  the 
Sanatorium.  Of  the  12  cases  attended  at  that  institution, 
3 terminated  fatally.  In  all  those  streets,  in  which  cases 
were  nursed  at  home,  the  sewers  were  frequently  flushed. 
I would  recommend  that  houses  in  all  these  streets  be 
put  into  good  sanitary  condition,  also  that  better  ventila- 
tion to  the  sewers  be  afforded.  As  regards  the  milk 
supply,  one  source  was  outside  the  district  and  the  water 
in  use  there,  although  obtained  from  a deep  well,  was 
found  to  be  badly  polluted.  Another  within  the  district 
had  used  water  from  a polluted  shallow  well,  notwith- 
standing a previous  warning,  although  the  public  supply 
was  laid  on  to  the  premises.  These  wells  were  at  once 
closed.  At  a third  dairy,  inside  the  borough,  sanitary 
defects  were  found,  which  have  since  been  remedied. 

Diphtheria — -There  has  been  a marked  decrease  in  this 
disease,  which  has  been  of  a mild  type.  Thirty-four 
notifications  have  been  received,  and  one  death  only  was 
returned.  This  was  a patient  sent  down  from  London 
to  convalesce,  who  died  from  secondary  complications. 
There  was  one  notification  of  membranous  croup  which 
terminated  fatally. 

The  distribution  of  the  cases  in  the  different  quarters

Six  of  the  cases  occurring  in  the  3rd  quarter  were 
scholars  at  a private  school.  The  disease  was  imported 
by  a boy  returning  after  the  holidays,  and  in  an  infectious 
condition. 

Scarlet  Fever — The  prevalence  of  this  disease,  150 
cases  of  which  have  been  notified  during  the  year,  has 
been  due  to  the  extreme  mildness  of  the  complaint.  Two 
deaths  were  returned  as  scarlet  fever,  both  infants ; one 
died  within  24  hours  after  admission  to  the  Sanatorium 
from  bronchitis  ; the  other  from  diarrhoea,  under  which 
diseases  they  have  been  classified  in  the  returns. 

The  distribution  of  the  cases  during  the  year  were

In  consequence  of  the  increase  of  cases  amongst 
children  attending  the  elementary  public  schools  in  Sep- 
tember, the  following  were  closed  for  a period  of  two 
months  : — The  North  Ward,  Sydney  Street  Board,  Dover 
Road  Board,  St.  Saviour’s,  Wesleyan,  and  Christ  Church 
Schools.  The  notifications  have  steadily  decreased  in 
consequence,  two  only  being  received  during  the  last 
fortnight  of  the  year. 

It  has  been  a very  difficult  matter  to  cope  with  this 
epidemic  on  accounCof  the  mildness  of  the  cases.  Many 
children  appear  to  have  been  ill  only  for  a few  hours  with 
very  slight  rash,  which  has  escaped  notice,  and  have 
mixed  with  others  the  next  day,  and  continued  to  do  so 
whilst  in  an  infectious  state.  In  many  cases  they  have 
been  in  an  advanced  stage  of  peeling  when  notified.

There  has  been  one  prosecution  for  wilful  exposure 
of  a child  in  an  infectious  condition,  and  a conviction  and 
small  fine  was  the  consequence.  In  another  case  of  a 
similar  nature  the  parents  were  simply  admonished,  the 
evidence  against  them  not  being  considered  sufficient. 

INFECTIOUS  HOSPITALS . 

Small-pox  Hospital — There  have  been  no  admis- 
sions this  year.  This  building,  which  has  accommodation 
for  four  patients,  is  a temporary  structure,  and  requires 
constant  repairing  and  attention.  With  the  possibility 
of  small-pox  becoming  more  prevalent  throughout  the 
country,  I would  advise  measures  be  taken  to  provide 
more  accommodation  for  isolation.  For  notwithstanding 
the  Borough  is  comparatively  speaking  well  protected 
against  small-pox,  the  chances  of  cases  being  imported 
from  outside  have  risen  considerably,  and  we  may  have 
to  suffer  from  the  neglect  of  others. 

Sanatorium — The  admissions  to  this  hospital  during 
the  year  were  166,  viz  : —

Extension  of  Sanatorium—  The  New  Ward  Block, 
Administrative,  Laundry,  and  Disinfecting  Buildings 
have  been  completed,  and  were  opened  on  October  nth. 
The  Ward  Block  provides  a separate  accommodation  for 
12  adult  diphtheria  cases.  The  administrative  block  for 
the  matron,  6 nurses,  and  3 servants.  The  disinfecting 
house  is  fitted  with  a Thresh  steam  disinfecting  apparatus, 
and  is  properly  constructed  to  prevent  articles  after  dis- 
infection running  any  risk  of  being  re-infected. 

Two  diseases  can  now  be  treated  under  separate 
roofs,  completely  isolated  one  from  the  other,  and  I am 
glad  to  say  there  has  been  no  instance  this  year  of  a 
patient  admitted  for  one  disease,  having  contracted 
another  whilst  in  the  Sanatorium. 

Inspections — I have  made  a systematic  house-to-house 
inspection  of  the  following  streets  and  districts  : — 

Brrdge  Street — There  were  numerous  cases  of 
defective  paving  in  back-yards  and  sculleries,  and 
want  of  sufficient  dustbins  ; part  of  the  work  has  been 
done  and  the  rest  is  now  in  progress. 

Folly  Cottages — One  w.c.  without  water  supply 
to  four  cottages,  yard- paving  defective  and  no  dustbins. 
Two  w.c.’s  properly  supplied  with  flushing  apparatus, 
have  been  provided,  yards  cemented  and  dustbins 
supplied. 
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Alexandra  Mews — Tenements,  over  stables,  in- 
tended for  stable  hands,  have  for  a long  period  been 
let  to  people  with  large  families,  for  whom  they  are  not 
intended.  Frequent  reports  have  been  made  on  this 
property,  and  the  work  has  been  carried  out  in  part. 
Nevertheless,  I consider  the  position,  ventilation,  and 
lighting  of  the  w.c.  in  these  tenements  most  objectionable. 

Palmerston  Street — Defective  paving  to  back- 
yards, w.c.’s  without  proper  water  supply,  no  dustbins, 
sinks  defective.  All  these  defects  have  been  remedied. 

Dover  Road  (Nos.  9,  11,  13) — The  houses  were 
dilapidated  and  entirely  shut  in  by  wood  factory.  Have 
now  been  closed  for  human  habitation. 

Sydney  Street-  Defective  paving  to  back-yards, 
no  water  supply  to  w.c.  Portion  of  this  work  has  been 
done,  the  rest  is  in  progress. 

S.E.R.,  Junction  Station — Stable  yard  defective, 
foul  accumulation  of  manure  and  house  refuse,  drain  to 
yard  defective.  This  has  been  remedied,  and  a proper 
constructed  manure  pit  erected.  The  adjacent  cottages 
have  been  supplied  with  proper  dustbins. 

1 wish  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  the 
waste  land  between  High  Street,  Rendezvous  Street, 
Dover  Road,  and  Mill  Bay,  which  is  used  as  a kind  of 
“ dumping  ground  ” for  every  sort  of  material,  and  is  a 
consistent  source  of  nuisance,  requiring  endless  inspection 
and  attention.  In  addition  to  these  I have  visited  all 
houses  at  which  infectious  diseases  have  been  reported, 
and,  where  sanitary  defects  were  found,  have  given 
instructions  for  notices  to  be  served  to  remedy  the 
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The  Public  Elementary  Schools  have  also  from  time 
to  time  been  visited,  and  advice  given  with  regard  to 
prevention  of  infectious  diseases. 

Public  Sewers — I would  again  direct  your  atten- 
tion to  the  drainage  of  Coolinge  Villas.  These  houses 
have  cesspools,  and  ought  now  to  be  connected  with  the 
main  sewer,  which  takes  the  drainage  from  Shorncliffe 
Station.  Complaints  have  been  received  from  the  tenants 
of  the  nuisance  arising  from  the  cesspools. 

The  sewer  in  Warren  Road  also  has  a very  flat 
gradient,  rendering  it  liable  to  become  choked.  Cases 
of  typhoid  fever  have  occurred  in  this  road,  traceable  to 
this  condition.  The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  sewer 
in  Radnor  Street,  which  is  very  liable  to  become  blocked 
with  beach,  and  these  should  be  re-laid. 

Slaughter  Houses — Although  a considerable  quan- 
tity of  meat  is  imported  into  the  town,  a good  deal  of 
slaughtering  is  done  locally.  I have  before  referred  to 
the  unsatisfactory  condition  and  position  of  the  slaughter- 
houses in  the  Borough,  and  the  need  of  a public  abbatoir, 
suitably  situated,  whereby  the  inspection  of  meat  would 
be  facilitated.  This  inspection  is  the  more  necessary 
from  the  point  of  view  of  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis. 

Town  Refuse — I would  again  draw  your  attention 
to  the  question  of  the  disposal  of  the  town  refuse.  The 
nuisance  arising  from  the  huge  accumulations  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  town  becomes  more  serious  every  year, 
as  building  operations  proceed  farther  afield.  The  only 
satisfactory  manner  of  dealing  with  it  is  by  the  erection 
of  a destructor. 

Artizans’  Dwellings — A block  of  50  of  these 
cottages  is  now  in  course  of  erection.  Fifteen  cottages 
have  been  completed  and  are  now  occupied.  They  are 
let  at  a rental  of  8/-  a week,  including  all  rates  and  taxes. 
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Water  Supply, 

Waterworks  Company’s  Supply — Since  June 
there  have  been  no  complaints  of  shortness  of  water.  I 
have  inspected  the  works,  and  am  informed  that  pumping 
from  the  new  well  at  Drellingore,  was  commenced  on 
May  29th,  and  has  been  continuous  since.  This  well, 
which  is  sunk  to  a depth  of  124ft.,  yields  over  400,000 
gallons  per  diem.  The  yield  from  the  old  Shearway  well 
is  between  5 and  600,000  gallons  per  diem.  Another 
94,000  gallons  ,per  diem  are  acquired  from  the  tunnel 
under  the  hill  north  of  the  works,  which  now  extends 
for  737  yards,  including  headings.  All  this  water  is 
passed  directly  into  the  mains,  the  surplus  being  diverted 
to  the  reservoirs,  water  from  which  is  only  used  to 
supplement  during  the  hours  of  greatest  draught.  The 
new  reservoir,  which  has  a capacity  of  between  4 and 
5 000,000  gallons,  is  now  finished,  it  is  cemented  through- 
out, and  is  provided  with  a parapet  to  prevent  the 
entrance  of  materials  from  the  surrounding  slopes.  I am 
informed  the  other  two  reservoirs  are  to  be  treated  in 
the  same  manner,  as  soon  as  practicable.  The  sides  of 
the  large  reservoir  are  now  being  cemented.  The 
constant  supply  was  resumed  on  June  29th,  and  since 
July  the  intermediate  area  has  received  an  extra  two 
hours’  service,  viz.,  5 to  7 p.m.  Analysis  show  the  water 
to  be  of  the  normal  purity,  and  there  was  no  evidence  of 
the  impurities  noticed  last  year. 

Other  Water  Supplies — -A  shallow  well,  supply- 
ing three  houses  in  Alexandra  Street,  having  run  dry 
during  the  summer  the  public  supply  was  laid  on,  and 
the  well  has  been  closed.  One  other  well,  supplying  a 
dairy,  was  found  to  be  polluted,  this  also  was  closed, 
the  public  supply  only  being  used. 
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Appended  are  the  Meteorological  Observa- 
tions for  the  year. 

I beg  also  to  enclose  the  Reports  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector.

Sanitary  Inspector's  Annual  Report. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Urban 
District  Sanitary  Authority. 

Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  my  gth  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1898,  showing 
the  amount  of  work  undertaken  and  carried  out  by 
me  in  the  abatement  and  suppression  of  nuisances 
and  other  duties  imposed  upon  me  by  the  “ Public 
Health  Act,  1875,  and  other  statutes. 

The  inspection  of  the  District  has  been 
systematically  carried  out  during  the  year,  and 
every  means  taken  to  keep  it  in  a good  sanitary 
condition. 

Wherever  nuisances  were  found  to  exist 
notices  were  promptly  served  on  the  persons 
responsible  to  abate  the  same. 

During  the  year  I have  inspected  621 
houses  in  a house-to-house  inspection,  163  on 
complaint  of  nuisances  arising  therein.  In  716  I 
discovered  sanitary  defects,  which  required  the 
serving  ol  412  notices. 
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In  most  cases  the  notices  were  promptly 
complied  with,  but  in  20  cases  a second  notice, 
threatening  proceedings,  resulted  in  the  necessary 
works  being  carried  out.  In  no  case  was  it 
necessary  to  take  proceedings  before  the  Borough 
Bench  to  enforce  the  abatement  of  the  nuisances. 

708  re-inspections  were  made  whilst  the 
works  were  in  progress. 

The  following  is  a list  of  nuisances  abated 
and  sanitary  defects  remedied,  viz.  : —

53  Defective  yard  and  scullery  pavings  relaid  or 
repaired.

18  Bell  traps  removed,  and  siphon  traps  substituted. 

18  Fowl-houses  removed,  or  cleansed  and  white- 
washed. 

5 Bath  and  lavatory  waste  pipes  disconnected 

from  drain  and  properly  trapped.

Periodical  inspections  have  been  made  to  the  various 
Public  Elementary  Schools  to  ensure  proper  cleanliness  of 
the  sanitary  conveniences. 

Sanitary  Certificates. 

146  Sanitary  Certificates  have  been  granted  to 
hotels  and  boarding  houses  during  the  year,  making  a total 
of  949  premises  holding  these  certificates.  The  system 
continues  to  be  much  appreciated,  and  is  the  cause  of  a large 
amount  of  voluntary  sanitary  improvement. 

Port  Sanitary  Authority. 

During  the  yasr  118  coast-wise  and  10  foreign 
vessels  have  been  inspected,  and  found  in  a satisfactory 
condition. 
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It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  no  case  of  infectious 
disease  has  been  introduced  into  the  town  by  its  shipping. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes. 

During  the  year  three  representations  have  been 
made  by  me  of  houses  as  unfit  for  human  habitation.  These 
three  have  been  permanently  closed  on  service  of  notice. 

Water  Supply. 

Two  samples  of  well  water  have  been  taken  and 
submitted  to  the  Borough  Analyst  for  analysis.  The  sample 
from  the  tube  at  the  Public  Baths  was  found  satisfactory, 
except  that  it  was  slightly  high  in  ammonia.  The  other 
sample  was  certified  as  affected  by  sewage  percolation.  The 
well  was  in  the  latter  case  deepened. 

Factories  <§■=  Workshops. 

The  35  non-textile  factories  and  40  workshops  in  the 
Borough  have  been  regularly  inspected.  In  one  case  over- 
crowding was  found  to  exist,  while  overtime  was  being 
worked,  the  occupier  of  the  workshop  being  convicted  before 
the  Borough  Bench.  In  another  case  the  workshop  was 
found  to  be  in  a dirty  condition.  The  walls  and  ceilings  were 
cleansed  and  whitewashed  on  service  of  notice. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

Periodical  inspections  of  the  7 slaughter-houses 
within  the  Borough  have  been  made,  and  in  no  case  was  it 
necessary  to  report  any  breach  of  the  Bye-laws.  An  attempt 
was  made  to  re-open  a slaughter-house  which  had  been 
closed.  Proceedings  were  taken  against  this  person  for 
slaughtering  on  unlicensed  or  unregistered  premises.  He 
was  fined  10/-  ana  9/-  costs. 
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Common  Lodging  Houses. 

The  five  common  lodging  houses  within  the  Borough 
have  been  regularly  inspected,  to  insure  proper  cleanliness, 
and  the  periodical  whitewashing  of  walls  and  ceilings.  In 
one  case  it  was  necessary  to  serve  notice  on  the  proprietor  to 
remove  pigeons  from  close  proximity  to  water  tanks,  and  to 
provide  proper  close-fitting  tank  covers,  and  a proper  dustbin 
for  house  refuse.  In  one  case  it  was  necessary  to  serve 
notice  on  the  proprietor  to  cleanse  and  renew  the  bedding. 
It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  no  case  of  infectious  disease  has 
occurred  in  these  houses  during  the  past  year. 

Dairies , Cowsheds , Milkshops. 

Periodical  inspections  have  been  made  to  all  the 
dairies,  cowsheds,  and  milkshops  within  the  Borough,  so  as 
to  ensure  proper  cleanliness  of  the  premises  and  utensils,  and 
proper  sanitation.  In  one  case  it  was  necessary  to  give  the 
owner  of  a dairy  notice  to  remove  dung  from  walls  of  dairy, 
and  provide  better  light  and  ventilation. 

Food  &•  Drugs. 

No  seizures  of  unsound  meat,  fish,  or  fruit  have 
been  made  during  the  past  year. 

17  samples  of  milk,  8 of  butter,  3 of  lard,  2 of  ginger, 
2 of  Demerara  sugar,  1 of  whisky,  and  1 of  sweet  spirits  of 
nitre  have  been  submitted  to  the  Borough  Analyst  for 
analysis.  All  were  certified  to  be  genuine  except  4 samples 
of  milk  ank  1 sample  of  butter. 

The  milks  were  respectively  21  per  cent,  deficient  in 
fat,  22  per  cent,  defifient  in  fat.  21  p rr  cent,  deficient  in  fat, 
and  9 per  cent,  of  added  water.  The  vendors  were 
respectively  fined  : 50/6,  including  costs  ; 50/6,  including 
costs  ; £\  14/-,  including  costs  ; and  40/-,  including  costs. 
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The  sample  of  butter  was  certified  as  wholly 
margarine.  The  vendor  was  fined  41/-  costs. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

During  the  year  166  patients  have  been  treated  in 
the  Sanatorium  at  East  Cliff,  consisting  of  148  scarlet 
fever,  21  diphtheria,  and  13  typhoid.  Of  148  scarlet  fever  16 
came  from  Sandgate,  making  a total  of  132  for  Folkestone 
alone.  In  every  case  when  a person  was  removed  to  the 
Sanatorium  the  room  or  rooms  at  his  or  her  place  of  residence 
were  properly  disinfected.  In  all  cases  where  the  Medical 
Officer  deemed  it  necessary  the  bedding,  carpets,  &c.,  were 
ramoved  to  the  Sanatorium  for  disinfection  in  the  apparatus 
for  that  purpose.
